he leaves some fleeting impres- 
sions, and that is all. Shang Louie 
was born somewhere in 入 wang- 
tung province on August 12，1922. 
He had at least one brother，who 
lives in New York. Shang Louie's 
eyes were brown and his hair had 
grayed. When he died he weighed 
only 85 pounds and was five feet 
tall. When he came to the United 
States is not known，mnor is 让 
known 让 he ever. returned to 
China or Hong Kong during his 
life. He was married, to a woman 
named Ng Shee，who may be 
living in Hong Kong， It is not 
known 让 he had any children, His 
last employer was in Portland， 
Oregon，where he worked as a 
cook. It is not known why he 
moved to San Francisco, or when， 
the only facts available indicate 
that he moved fairly recently. He 
did not, it seems, establish contact 
with relations in the city, nor even 
his family association . 


What is known is that on the 
31st of January; out of money, out 
of work，carrying two pieces of 
luggage, he died, and was held by 
the coroners office until the 18th 
of February when a cousin who 
had been notified via New York 
claimed the body for burial， Be- 
cause of the New Years holiday， 
this was postponed until the 6th of 
March，when he was buried after 
a short service conducted by Rev. 
T.T.Taam at Ning Yung Ceme- 
tary, accompanied to the grave by 
his cousin and a few members of 
the Soo Yuen family association . 

So _ much for what is known 
about the man. But why did he 
find it necessary to kill himself? 

Since he left no note and 
apparently had been out of con- 


tact with anyone for quite a while 
when he died，the exact reasons 
why Shang Louie killed himself 
can only be inferred. 

FITS 

His suicide fits into a larger 
pattern of suicide in Chinatown， 
Caseworkers at both North 卫 ast 
Mental Health and On Lok in- 
dicate that there are two distinct 
types of suicide in Chinatown. 

The first is a sort of "passive ，or 
marginal type of suicide，involv- 
ing primarily older people who 
either give up the will to live and 
die，or who kill themselves with 
pills，alcohol, or by malnutrition 
They kill themselves for a complex 
number of reasons，ranging from 
an inability to copewiththe aging 
process itself and its ensuing loss of 
independence and self-worth，to 
loneliness，isolation and family 
problems, The chief factor in these 
suicides is fear and hopelessness; 
fear of a future of increasing help- 
lessness and isolation，and despair 
at finding solutions to the prob- 
lems they face of language， in- 
come, companionship and aliena- 
tion in an often foreign and hostile 


city. 


Shang Louie's suicide falls into 
that second type of self-inflicted 
death，of those people who take 
their lives violently， This type of 
suicide occurs among men almost 
always，who are in their late 
foreties to early sixties. They are 
generally men who immigrated to 
the United States twenty or thirty 
yeasrs ago，are single (让 married 
their wives and families are over- 
seas) and they live alone, Men in 
Chinatown who do commit sui- 
cide do so publicly，where they 


will be found and generally use . 
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either a gun or -ieap from a 
buildqing， They are generally not 
well-educated and 让 employed are 
marginally employed -as kitchen 
help,， cooks, .or unskilled laborers. 
In many ways, this is -almost an 
exact description of Shang Louie， 
at jleast given the _ amount of 
information on hand about him. 


CHEATED 

The reasons that men like Shang 
Louie commit suicide is also 
complex，but stems from an 
inability to fit into the larger 
white society，either socially or 
economically. These men gener- 
ally are marginal，as single men 
not really fitting into Chinatown 
society and as Chinese，or Chi- 
nese-Americans，not really fitting 
into the white，English-speaking 
SOciety, either. Many of these men 
nurse great bitterness and rage at 
having worked all of their lives 
and ending up almost penniless. 
Single men feel especially cheated， 
because they were not able to 
marry in the nineteen twenties 
and thirties because of restrictive 
immigration and anti- 
miscegenation laws. 


The age of men, who like Shang 
Louie, eventually kill themselves is 
itself important. They are not able 
to readily obtain employment be- 
cause of their age, but at the same 
time，they are unable to_ claim 
Social ”Security “ benefits and 
Medicare，also because of their 
age， The age of fifty-five is also 
significant. Many men at this 
point in life examine their goals 
and achievements to see how close 
the two have come. 


DEEP-SEATED 
The use of a firearm,， or leaping 
from a building， indicate，

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Louie's is a rage and angerturned 
against ones self Depression， 
which often leads to suicide，is 
found to stem from deep-seated 
anger that_ finds no outlet or 
expression. If the anger and the 
pain becomes too great， 这 finds 
expression first in depression，and 
sometimes in suicide， 


Violent public suicides are an 
attempt to tell the People left 
behind, the witnesses in society, in 
this case, in San Francisco and in 
Chinatown, that the pain and the 
anger ls too great to be borne any 
longer. Shang Louie's suicide was 
not just a final act of failing hope， 
but a savage flailing out at this 
community in an effort，albeit 
futile, for Shang Louie ,to awaken 
it to the dilemma of its oldqer citi- 
zens of whom many are Poor， 
lonely, in bad health and isolated 
from family and community.  ” 口

Next Tuesday，April 5,is the Chinese traditional 
festival of Ch'ing Ming. This is a time for the family 
to get together to visit cemeteries and to pay their 
respect to the ancestors. Most Chinese Americans， 
regardless of ,where they live，will observe this 
festival. This is indeed a time for remembrance :of 
ourdeparted loved ones, atime for us to be grateful 
for many of the ancestors who paved the way with 
their sweat and blood, and a time for us to rekindle 
some of ourtraditions. ， 

However as we look at the many problems facing 
this _ community，this Ch'ing Ming Day brings us 
sadnessand frustration. 

Although the_ number of elderly persons in 
Chinatown is increasing，the suicide rate among 
them has not declined. Many of the older persons ， 
coming to the point where they are exhausted 
physically and spiritually have lost their will to live: 
Chinatown which is boasting hundreds of family and 
fraternal associations, literally one in every building， 
has not provided enough material assistance and 
friendly support to _ help these elders. Every 
weekend, thousands of dollars are spent on Spring 
Banquets and other forms of entertainment while a 
small portion of this fund could save a life. 

We ought to be ashamed and outraged. 

This Ch'ing Ming Day，while we remember our 
departed ancestors， we should also _ remember the 
living elders. 因

MIJINORITY 

The minority Position Tecom- 
mends a more deliberate pace in 
terms of formal recognition，and 
suggests that the“U.S. should urge 
the PRC to sponsor (and the 
people of Taiwan to accept) 
admission of the Autonomous 
Region of Taiwan into the United 
Nations with status similar to that 
according Byelorussia and the 
Ukraine. 

The majority “position Was 
reached，according to the report， 
by weighing two basic considera- 
tions: the costs/benefits of norma- 
lization， and the “risk” of 
continued de-recognition , 

It reckons the trade benefit to 
the U.S. that is likely to ensue 
following “ normalization and 
examines the supposed cost of a 
tarnished U.S，credibility should 
the U.S. abrogate the Mutual 
Defense Treaty ”with Taiwan， 
Finding the former promise “over- 
emphasized”and the latter claim 
of liability dubious，the majority 
position could not establish any 
clear-cut policy option on the 
cost/benefit ground. 

RISKS 

However，when calculating the 
possible risks 一 such as a possible 
rapproachement between China 
and the USSR, continued delay in 
including PRC in arms controls 
negotiations，changes in -China's 
inclinations toward normaliza- 
tion and U.S.，Ppresence in _ the 
Pacific， and other undesirable 
developments 一 themajority finds 
the reasons for normalization 
more compelling. “Normaliza- 
tion will minimize these risks in 
the short run and will lead to 
benefits in the long-run... ”让 
contends. 

“Both the majority and the 
minority positions are very much 
in theball park of what is likely to 
happen,” commented Professor 
Murray, China specialist invited to 
speak on the issue. He and Christ- 
opher Phillips，the other panelist， 
both commended the study，and 
offered their opinions regarding its 
more shaky assumptions， 

One assumption often unexam- 
ined in discussions on the issue， 
Murray observed, is that“ “meeting

Another shaky assumption the 
panelists identified is the belief 
that by ”formally recognizing 
Peking, the U.S. could entice PRC 
into “making explicit ”public 
commitments on Such issues as 
arms control， and her final 
disposition of Taiwan. It is 
extremeley _ unlikely,” Phillips,- 
president and executive director of 
the_ National Council for U.S.- 
China Trade，said,“that we can 
get explicit public commitment，or 
even in private diplomatic talks

with Peking that they would 
accord Taiwan the autonomous 
status.” 

Phillips agreed with Murray 
that_ Taiwan will not- face the 
immediate danger of mainland 
take-over even in the event of 
removal of U.S. support，Peking 
would hesitate to take Such action 
for fear of pressuring Taiwan to go 
nuclear, or even tocooperate with 
the USSR. Furthermore, Such acts 
would ruin the fledgling U.9.- 
China relations and the military 
cost would be proliibitive. 

The position statement，accord- 
ing to the China study group，has 
been sent to Secretary of State 
Vance and to more than 100 
members of the legislative and 
executive branches of the govern- 
ment. None of the opinions， 
however，should be viewed as 
representative of the stand of the

HONG KONG Peoples

March -24 :to mobilize against 
Severe drought threatening major 
grain-growing DPIOVinces.

23 that nobody was likely to go 
hungry， but said tremendous 
efforts were required to save the 
vital summer harvest.

SAN 上 FRANCISCO 一 Last 
week two Chinese teachers filed 
suit against the San Francisco 
Community College District 
(SECCD) alleging that the District 
failed to follow its own hiring 
procedures and discriminated 
against Chinese bilingual appli- 
cants for English as a Second Lan- 
guage (上 ESL) teaching positions， 

The plaintiffs, Mamie How and 
Alicia Wang，are currently part- 
time 卫 SL teachers at the Alemany 
Community College Center. Last 
summer they were among 3 
number of Chinese bilingual 
teachers who applied for 13 new 
ESL positions， 

VOTED 

The plaintiffs have the support 
of the Chinese American Teachers 
Caucus (CATC) which represents 
Chinese teachers in the SFCCD. 
CATC chairperson Julie Tang 
said，“The members of the Caucus 
voted to support this suit 一 
morally and financially because 
they all felt the importance of 让 . 
They are hoping that as a direct 
result equal opportunity can be 
afforded them as Chinese 
teachers.” 

An uproar ensued when the 
SRCCD's screening panels failed 
to recommend a single Chinese 
applicant，although many ESL- 
qualified Chinese teachers had 
applied. It was only after strong 
community protest that a full-time 
and _ part-time ESL Chinese 
teacher were hired， The remain- 
ing 11 positions went to whites.

The U.S$. Court of Appeals for 
the Second Circuit reaffirmed the 
governments position March 21 in 
the case of USA Vs Young and 
Chin，better known as the “Hiro- 
hito case…” 

Most relevant was the uphold- 
ing of the governments argument 
as to the search warrant issued 
prior to the arrest of the two. In 
effect，the government can DOW 
obtain a search warrant to enter 3 
citizen's home 让 the government 


can show that the neighbor might 


possibly be engaged in criminal 
activity. 

Under the fourth amendment to 
the Constitution，the government 
is _ required to show “probable 
cause”as to why they believe the 
premises should be searched. This 
was to avoid unreasonable search- 
es，once common under English 
colonial justice. Just what exactly 
constitutes “probable cause”has 
been the subject of many long 
court battles ever since. 


DEDUCTED 

In the case against Elizabeth 
Jane Young，32，and Kenneth 
Raymond Chin，29,， both Chinese 
Americans， the  _ government 
showed that Young purchased a 
rifle at a sporting goods store in 
Inglewood，California in 1975， It 
Was also shown that two years 
prior to this purchase, Young had 
resided with a publicly known op- 
ponent to the U.S.-Japan Security 
Treaty. This same person (whose 
name was asked'to be withheld) 
was also shown to be attempting 
to gain access to the' Emperor of 
Japan on his historical visit here in 
1975. It was therefore deducted 
that this gun, in conjunction with 
the given information， posed some 
sort of threat to his Majesty. 

However, after the arrests of the 
two it was found that the informa- 
tion about “residing” with this 
person was false，In fact，Young 
lived in a house“around the cor- 
mer”completely separate from the 
home of this known“ “radical type… 


Grave Injustice Agalnst 
Two Chinese AmericansS- 


Although the _ information Was 
“verified” and sworn to _ under 
oath as accurate by a special agent 
of the U.S. Secret Service the gov- 
ernment contended that 让 was 
merely an“honest mistake… 


A panel of three judges agreed

RESIDENCE 

Many other issues were before 
the Court of Appeals，one of 
which _ concerned the residence of 
Young at the time the weapon was 
transported to New York.The gov- 
ernment contended that although 
让 was Permissible for Young to 
purchase the weapon in California 
(Young is a _ native Californian)， 
She violated the law when she 
transported 让 or caused it to be 
transported to New York. The de- 
fense contended that 过 was legal 
to do so under the 1968 Gun Con- 
trol Act. 

JudgeTimbers, speaking for the 
three-judge panel，ruled that the 
error the District Court Chief Jus- 
tice made concerning the defini- 
tion of residence was “harmjless” 
and so was not grounds for reverS- 
al.The Chief Justice equated resi- 
dence to domicile while the crim- 
inal statute uses only the word res- 
idence. 

After two highly emotional 
trials，the couple were placed on 
probation for three years. Young 
hadqd been convicted of transport- 
ing her rifle from _ California to 
New York. Chin was convicted of 
aiding and abetting that transport 
and receiving the weapon， Both 
could have received 5 to 10 years 
respectively and/or  $5,000 to 
$10,000 fine. 


SETBACK 

The ruling represented a serious 
setback to the fourth amendment 
right to a secure home for Ameri- 
can citizens. At a time when the 
governmient on the-one hand is 
calling for more recognition of hu- 
man rights throughout the world， 
while at the same time pursuing 
further restrictions and Powers 
over the rights of citizens at home， 
the true motives of the govern- 
ment become questionable. 

These two Chinese Americans 
refuse to _ accept these conditions 
and will appeal their case to the 
Supreme Court in Washington， 
DG 

Neither of the two belonged to 
any political organizations or rad- 
ical groups,. Chin, a glazier in con- 
struction work，was decorated in 
Vietnam for his _military 'service 
and honorably discharged，He is 
currently studying for a degree in 
environmental science， Young，a
